Washington, November 18.—The cabinet 
session tcday was devoted to a leading ex- 
tent to consideration of complaints that 
have reached the war department alleging | 
that a state of practical anarchy fievails 
in Porto Rico. These complaints asserted ; 
that the lawless elements in Porto Rico 
are committing depredations of the graves¢t 
character, and that the seriousness of the 
situation is inereased by reason of the 
fact that United States troops stationed in 
the isle nd are likely to have been guilty of 
ercoss inisconduct. 

The cabinet .took cognizance of the re- 
ports, and on adjournment Secretary Alger, 
at the instance of the president, cabled 
General Brooke inquiring as to the accu- 
racy of the complaints. 

The most serious allegations are against 
brigands and lawless elements in the small- 
er towns away from the coast. It is said 
that, taking advantage of the unsettled 
State of the country due to the transfer of 
the government from Spain to the United 
States, bands of men have organized for 
robbery and rapine, burning houses and 
plantations and levying tribute upon the 
wherever possible. In one case it 
is said that they made a raid on a smal! 
town of about 15,000 inhabitants fifteen 
miles from the nearest troops, and burned 
and destroyed property to a considerable 
value.

Protocol Prevents Americans from Op- 
posing the Insurgents, Even in 
Interest of the People. 


Washington, November 18.—News of a 
mixed character came to the navy depart- 
ment from Admiral Dewey touch- 
ing the in the Philippines. 

The admiral sent two of his warships, 
the Charleston and the Concord, some 
time ago to the southward from Manila 
to ascertain whether there was any truth 
in reports that the insurgents had ex- 
panded their activities in that direction. 
Today he cabled as follows: 

“Manila, November 18.—Charleston and 
Coneord arrived today from Iloilo. Glass 
reports that the entire island of Panay is 
in possession of insurgents except Iloilo, 
Which is defended by 800 Spanish troops. 
All foreign citizens there beg for Ameri- 
can protection. The island of Negros has 
declared independence and desires Ameri- 
can protectorate.”’ 

Glass is the commander of the Cnharles- 
ton. So far nothing has been done by 
the admiral toward curbing the insurgents 
in their operations save verbal represen- 
taLons from the American commanders to 
Aguinaldo, in which it has been pointed 
out to him that it would be good policy, 
in view of the probgbility of the annexa- 
tion of the islands by the United States, to 
pursue a course that would not be 6b- 
noxtous to the United States. But the 
Situation is now realized to be critical. So 
far as the Spaniards are concerned perhaps 
they can be left to take care of them- 
selves, but the foreign residents at Iloilo 
are differently regarded.

MEDICINES WERE HARD 10 GET 


Greenleaf Took Law Inte His wr

SICK MEN ON BARE GROUND IN CAMP 


Board of Inquiry Hears Much Indicat- 
ing That the Service at the Front 
and in Camp Was 
Not Equal to 
Demands. 


New York, November 18.—The war inves- 
tigation commission met here today. All 
the members were present except Colonel 
Denby. and Major Miles, 

Dr. Charles R, Greenleaf, chief surgeon 
of the troops in the field on General Miles's 
staff, said that in some Camp 
Alger was a good camp for a small body 
of men, but there were many drawbacks. 
The water supply was poor, and the region 
was known to be highly mualarious. 

There was a deficiency‘*of privates in the 
hospital corps and of medical officers, and 
at times of medical supplies. 

The best interests of the sick, Dr. Green- 
leaf said, were not seriously imperiled, but 
the efforis of the physicians were generally 
embarrassed. 

Taking up the question of the lack of 
tents, surgeons and medical supplies in 
Cuba, Dr. Connor asked Dr. Greenleaf how 
the medical supplies were delayed at 
Siboney. Dr. Greenleaf said he did not 
know. 

“Who finally unloaded these supplies?’ 
asked Dr. Connor. ’ 

“I did. I capturalg@epyme. pentoons 
and took the law into my own hanis.” 

“You unloaded in forty-eight hours sup- 
plies that had been lying in the harbor two 
weeks. Why did not Dr. Pope, chief sur- 
geon of General! Shafter’s corps, land them 
within those two weeks?” 

“I suppose that he wars at the front at- 
tending to the wounded.’’ 

“Did Dr. Pope take 
wounded man?” 

‘“T cannot say,’’ replied Dr. Greenleaf. ‘I 
as sure that Dr. Pope did the best he could. 
I had full authority from General Miles to 
do what I thought best.’’ 

In reply to a question, Dr. Greenleaf said 
he supposed Dr. Pope had authority from 
General Shafter sufficient to enable him 
to unload the supplies at Siboney as he 
(Mr. Greenleaf) had done. 

“There is no doubi,”’ gaid Dr. Connor, 
“that somebody was dreadfully at fault. 
Can't you help us to find out who it was?’

Dr. Greenleaf said he could not. In reply 
to another question, Dr. Greenleaf said 
that it was usual in time of war to antici- 
pate the wants of wounded men and to 
expect that there would be wounded. He 
could not tell if all proper arrangements 
had been made in ,Cuba, but ‘he knew that 
the stores had not been landed. He’ de- 
clared positively that he found no evi- 
dence of any neglect or incompetency on 
the part of any medical officer. 

Transports Were Equipped. 

Questioned as to the condition of affairs 
on the transports, Dr. Greenleaf said he 
did not personally inspect the transports 
at Cuba, but those leaving Porto Rico under 
his personal direction were well equipped 
in all respects.

No com- 
plaints of any moment were submitted to 
him, and the small rumblings he heard he 
investigated and found without justilica- 
tion. ,

Quarantine Convention Names 2 
Committee To Go ts Washington

HELEGATES ° BADLY IVD 


Report of Committee on Resolutions 
Precipitated a Lively Debate, 


TENNESSEE WANTED ACTION TAKER 


After Two Sessions During the Day 
the Meeting Finally Adopts First 
Report Submitted and Sends 
a Delegation Before 
Congress. 


Memphis, Tenun., November 18.—The 
national quarantine convention reassembled 
this morning with a larger attendance than 
that of yesterday. Prominent among the 
arrivals of today were Dr. F. L. Stanlee, 
of St. Louis, president of the Missouri state 
board of health; Dr. C. P. Wilkinson, of 
New Orleans; Dr. J. W. Young, of Gren- 
ada, Miss.. and Dr. M. J. Alexander, of 
Tunica, Miss. 

In addition to Dr. W. J. McMurray, o& 
Nashville, who was already in the city, the 
new delegates are W. C. Collier. L. B. Fite 
and A. VY. 8S. Lindsay, all of the Nashville 
chamber of ecommerce. P. J. Murray and 
Dr. J. A. Cook, of Jackson, Tenn., are 
two other delegates who fave arrived. 

The convention was called to order by 
Chairman Wright at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing. The committee on resolutions, which 
had labored hard until un early hour this 
morning, was not ready to make its report, 
ani the chairman asked the convention its 
pleasure. It was ordered that the execu- 
tive commiftee be instructed to perfect a 
permanent organization. 

Dr, Albright, president of the Tennessee 
state board of health, moved that no one 
should be allowed to read a paper which 
was a technical] treatise on yellow fever. 
Adopted without opposition. 

Secretary Rush read a paper by Dr. Horl- 
beck, of Charleston. 8S. C., opposing 
national quarantine. A paper was next 
read by Dr. Sanders, president of the Ala- 
bama state board of health, in opposition to 
federal contro] of quarantines. 

The annexation of Cuba and the adoption 
of modern sanitary regulations there for 
the purpose of eradicating disease was the 
solution offered by Dr. 8S. D. Robbins, of 
Vicksburg, Miss., in a report offered to the 
convention. He went into the details of the 
Subject and advocated giving the whole 
matter of cleaning up things in Cuba to the 
Uniter States marine hospital service. He 
thought congress ought to be memoralized 
to take proper action under the circum- 
stances. If the fever is eradicated in Cuba 
it will solve the problem for this country, 
he contended. 


National Bureau of Public Health. 

At 11:30 o'clock the resolutions commit- 
tee submitted the following report to the 
convention: 

“The committee on resolutions, after care- 
ful consideration of the many valuable reso- 
lutions offered by the various members of 
the convention, have decided upon -the fol- 
lowing as embodying the ideas expressed in 
the majority of the said resolutions: 

‘Therefore, that for the purpose of pro- 
tecting and improving the general health 
of the oreo the United States, co-ordi- 
nating and Harmonizing the action of the 
State and nationa! sanitary authorities, 
framing regulations for the treatment of 
infected vessels and material at all infected 
or suspected foreign ports of shipment. pre- 
venting unnecessary interference with com- 
merce, the United States mail or through 
traffic by land or water, and for adopting 
a uniform system of quarantine for all 
ports in this country, he it 

“Resolved 1, That there be established on 
a broad and comprehensive basis a national 
bureau of public health in the department 
of the treasury of the United States: that 
the administration of all the public health 
functions now exercised by authority of the 
United States be placed in the charge of 
this bureau. 

“Resolved 2, That the sanitary authorities 
and commercia] interests of the several 
Staies of the union be brought into immedi- 
ate relations with the bureau and be given 
a due share in the power and responsibil!- 
ties of the central board through the agency 
of an advisory councii consisting of one 
member from each state to be appointed by 
the authorities of the several states.” 

Dr. Maury, of the Tennessee delegation. 
took the floor. He objected strenuously to 
the adoption of the report, which, he sa‘d.

committee to meet the issue. 

Dr. Maury said that unless the conven- 
ticn should take stronger and more definite 
measures the deliberations will have been 
utterly futile: the convention should adopt 
as its recommendation to congress a clear, 
definite and practicable bill providing for 
effective national quarantine. He said that 
45 a compromise, a bill recommending 
nothing but a national coast quarantine 
would be better than the unsatisfactory 
and vague and futile resolutions presented. 
He reiterated his conviction that the adop- 
tion of such & report as the one submitted 
would be wholly unsatisfactory, as contain- 
ing no practical solution for relief from the 
present inefficient system. Dr. Maury’s 
brief and pointed remarks were received 
with applause. 

Tennessee Delegate Wanted Time. 

Dr. Davenport, of Tennessee, moved that 
the report be put into print and copies cir- 
culated for the careful consideration of the 
delegates. This motion being seconded, Dr. 
Davenport made a telling speech against 
hasty action in the matter. 

Mr. Heddleston asked permissicn to cffer 
& substitute for the committee’s report, 
which, being grar.ted, he cead, This was 
subsequent); tabled. 

A delegate from Louisiana favored the 
adopticn of the report, and therefore moved 
10 table the motion to print the resolutions 
and fix an hour for their consideration. 
The rmosion to table was put and a vote by 
Stutes called for. At this juncture the con- 
vention resolved itself into a muss of con- 
fusion, but finally order was restored, so 
that the roll of states was called, and 
votes recorded, on motion to table Mr. Dav- 
©npcrt’s motion to print the resolutions and 
fix an hour for their consideration. The 
vote thus recorded resulted in the tabling 
of the motion to print and fix a time for 
consideration 

Mr. Conway, of Vicksburg, took the floor, 
and spoke in behalf of the recommenda- 
tions submitted by the Vicksburg delega- 
tlun, Which offered specific relief. The 
Vicksburg delegation was unanimously in 
lavor of national quarantine and had had 
an able lawyer formulate a bill probiding 
for a broad and effective national quaran- 
tine. He wished to put Vicksburg on rec- 
ord, 

Major Dabney spoke in behalf of the 
adoption of the committee on resolutions’ 
report, as he thought that its rejection 
would mean that nothing would be accomp- 
lished by the convention. 

Dr. Maury rose and called the attention 
of the convention to the fact that the 
Tennessee delegation had submitted reso- 
lutions which omered specific relief, andyhe 
urged their consideration. 

.x-Governor Bullock, of Georgia, spoke 
in favor of the adoption of fhe report and 
remincéed Dr. Maury thata member of the 
‘rennessee delegation «wr. Albright) hada 

concurred in the committee’s report. ‘ine 
question was called tor on the original mo- 
tion to adopt the report of the committee 
on resolutions. 
Original Motion Called For. 

A motion to table the substitute offered 
by Mr. Heddleston prevailed and the vote 
on the original motion was cailed for. 

A delegate from Georgia suggested that, 
although he was in favor of the adoption 
of the committee's report, he thought that 
it Was only fair to give time for considera- 
tion, He thought this would insure far 
greater unanimity, and therefore a more 
effective resuit- for the convention's 
tion, 

The advocates of the report submitted 
were determined to press the question, and 
cries for the previous question were heard, 
when Mr. Robbins took the floor to protest 
egainst such precipitate action. The evi- 
dent intention to cut off debate caused no 
little irritation, especially as fhe chair 
ruled that further debate was out of order 
when the prewious question had, foreen 
called. This ruling was met by a refusul 
to be denied an expression of vpinion, and 
cries from all parts of tne house for and 
against the cutting off of debate made 
things lively. 

Mr. Conway, of Vicksburg, finally 
cured a hearing and made an earnest ap- 
peal to tne majority, which he believed 
was Small, not to treat the minority as 
though they were a pack of boys incapable 
of forming an intelligent opinion and not 
entitled to a hearing. He deprecated the 
adoption of this or any resolutions by so 
smal] a majority as would carry no weight 
with such action. 

Cries for the previous question were 
again made by the advocates of the report. 

Dr. Davenport asked the chair if it 
would Le in order to offer a sub-motion for 
all other motions, but the chair ruled that 
this would. not be in order, 

Dr. Conway, of Mississippi, again ap- 
pealed to the house not to force action in 
this way. 

Dr. Davenport reminded the majority that 
a petty parlimjiamentary victory would not 
be worth gaining, and utterly barren of 
practical rsults. He appealed to the con- 
vention not to go upon reeord with nothing 
better than this. ° 

Judge Bryant, of Arkansas, pointed out 
to the chairman, who felt constrained to 
rule all debate out of order on account of 
the cries for the previous question, that a 
motion to reconsider the call for the pre- 
vious question was in order, and, if car- 
ried, would open debate. He offered this 
motion, which was quickly secouded. 

Mr. Conway, of Vicksburg, spoke in its 
behalf, as did Mr. Collier, of Tennessee, 
Bullock Wants Fair Consideration. 
Ex-Governor Bullock then took the floor 
and Stated that as a member of the com- 
mittee on resolutions he certainly did not 
wish to suppress dis cussion of the commit- 
tee’ report, nor precipitate action upon the 
same. He thought it a grave mistake for 
the apparent majority to rush the report 
through in this manner, especially when the 
very considerable minority desired time 
for it consideration. Certainly, he hoped a 

reconsideration would prevail. 
ex-Governor Bullock's fair and dispas- 
sidnate plea for less precipitate action 
carried great weight, with his friends, 
and the motion to reconsider prevailed. 

Dr. Heber Jones urged that as matters 
had got into such a tangle, an adjourn- 
ment be taken until afternoon to give time 
to straighten out some affairs. His motion 
to adjourn was numerously seconded. A 
delegate, however, asked him to withdraw 
the motion long enough to allow time for 
the reading of the sub-motion which the 
Tennessee delegation had desired to pre- 
sent, and had not been allowed to do so be- 
fore the reconsideration. 

The sub-motion was the one which Dr. 
Davenport had tried to present previously. 
He announced that this motion was that 
“the Caffery bill with the Catchings 
amendment be substituted for the report of 
the committee on resolutions.’’ 

Chairman Wright called the afternoon 
session to order at 3 o'clock, and the dele- 
gates were on their feet in an _ instant, 
clamoring for recdé&nition. Many amend- 
ments to the original resolutions of the 
committee were offered, but were promptly 
voted down, Te substitute offered by Dr. 
Davenport, of Tennessee, was then voted 
upon, and was rejected by the convention. 

After much discussion and parliamentary 
tangie, the previous question was ordered, 
and the resolutions as reported by the 
committee at the morning session were 
adopted by an overwhelming majority. 

The executive committee which had 
previously organized was instructed fo pro- 
ceed to Washington at the next session of 
congress and use its best efforts to have a 
law promulgated on the lines of the reso- 
lutions of the convention. The executive 
committee is composed of the following 
gentlemen:

Alabama Legislature Closes a Very 
Warm Contest. 


CHAIRMEN OF COMMITTEES 


Named by the House of Representa- 
tives Yesterday. 


ACTION ON A STATE PRINTING OFFICE 


Congressmen in Attendance at the As- 
sembling of the Legislature—Ala- 
bama News and Gossip. 


Montgomery, Ala., November 18,—(Spe- 
cial.)—The general assembly met today in 
joint session and elected the solicitors 
chosen by the democratic caucus last night. 
The canvassing of the vote for the state 
officers in the August election was deferred 


until tomorrow at noon. 
> 


The proceedings in the house and senate 
were not attended by any special feature 
today. Senator Cunningham announced the 
Standing committees of the senate, Mr. 
Boykin, of Russell, belng chairman of the 
judiciary; Mr. Brown, of Cullman, of re- 
vision of laws; Mr. Meador, of Marengo, of 
finance; Mr. Jelks, of Barbour, of consti- 
tutional revision; Mr. Moody, of Tuscaloosa, 
of banking; Mr. Mathews, of penitentiary; 
Mr. Wiley, of Montgomery, of corpora- 
tions; Mr. Sowell, of Walker, of local 
legislation; Mr. Rather, of Limestone, of 
municipal corporations; Mr. Moore, of im- 
migration; Mr. Pulley, of Madison, en- 
grossed bills, and others. 

The most important measure introduced 
into the assembly during the day was one 
providing for the establishment of a state 
printing and binding establishment for the 
purpose of doing all of the state and 
county printing. It is proposed that 25,000 
be spent on the plant, and its promoters 
insist that some $50,000 profits per annum 
will accrue the state from its ojyrerations 
at the rate now being paid for the work. 

Mr. Proctor, secretary of the senate, has 
been magnanimous enough to employ as 
his first assistant, Mr. Elmore Garrett, of 
Calhoun, who was dis most formidable op- 
ponent for the secretaryship. They are rece 
ognized as two of the best secretaries im 
the land, 

Congressmen in Montgomery. 

Among the distinguished gentlenf®h who 
are in attendance upon the assembling of 
the legislature are the following distin- 
guished congressmen from Alabama. Hons. 
Henry D. Clayton, Jesse I’. Stallings, Wash 
Taylor, John D. Burnett, Oscar Underwood, 
Willis Brewer, Gaston Robbins, and John 
D. Burnett. General Wheeler is the only 
member of the Alabama delegation who is 
absent and his military duties precluded 
his attendance. 

One of the strongest mem who ever went 
into an Alabama lobby for his friends is 
brigadier general and former governor, 
William C. Oates. One of the general's 
strongest points is his loyalty to his friends 
and when he starts out on the warpath his 
enemies tremble. He arrived a few days 
ago from his army camp in Georgia and his 
presence in the lobbies has been felt good 
and strong. 

The State Sheriff's Association, of which 
the Hon. Frank P. O’Brien, of Jefferson, is 
president, had a meeting here last night, 
the proceedings of which were chiefly per- 
functory. The sheriffs appear to be very 
well satisfied with the laws that relate to 
their offices, but they will seek to remedy 
some few slight defects in the statutes re- 
lating to them. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Jones, of 
Bullock, to reduce the rate of interest in 
Alabama from 8 to 6 per cent. is likely to 
attract more attention in this assembly 
than it has in assembligs heretofore held. 
It is believed the chances are against its 
passage, but a good fight will be made 
lor it. 

The Constitutional Convention. 

Mr. Carson, of Dallas, who introduced the 
bill on yesterday to provide for the cailing 
of a constitutional convention. one 
of the new members and is a very promis- 
ing one. He is a young man of intelligence 
and convictions -and will be one of the 
active champions of the convention move 
ment. 

Mr. Wallace, of Madison, and Mr. Pettus. 
of Limestone,are the two youngest and cer- 
tainly two of the brightest members of the 
assembly. Each, on yesterday, introduced 
a bill which, if enacted, will be of great 
advantage to the interests of the state. Mr. 
Wallaee’s bill provides for a commission 
which shall prescribe a uniform system of 
schoolbooks for the public schools of Ala- 
bama. Mr. Pettus’s bill seeks to regulate 
primary elections of recognized poiitical 
parties in Alabama. Each subject is deserv- 
ing of especial attention at the hands of 
the assembly. 

Mr. Brown, of Colbert, has introduced a 
measure of importance, which provides for 
the examination of state banks and bank- 
ers. The legislature up to this time appears 
to haye been singularly negligent of this 
important mattér, as no sort of inspection 
of banks is provided for in the state code. 

The selection of Judge J. J. Mitchell, of 
Lauderdale, as chairman of the committee 
on ways and means, was most fortunate. 
Judge Mitchell and Mr, D. J. Meador, of 
Marengo, who is now in the senate, but 
who has held the chairmanship of the ways 
and means committee of the house for the 
past six. years, were the framers of the 
admirable revenue law which has been of 
such advantage to Alabama during the past 
two years. With Judge Mitchell at the head 
of the ways and means committee in the 
house and Mr. Meador the chairman of the 
finance committee of the senate, the people 
of the state will feel assured of a contin- 
ugtion of the operations of the present 
revenue laws, with some slight alterations 
and improvements. 


INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION WORKS 


Reports of Information Gathered Will 
Be Extensively Circulated. 
Washington, November 18.—The = sub- 
committee of the industrial commissjon 
was discussing and formulating plans for 
their work today. A general syllabus has 
been prepared covering a series, of general 
topics and questions to be submitted to 
employers and employees which is -design- 
ed for the use of the four sub-commissions 
wikh such amendment as each may decide 
upon to cover the special branch of the 
investigation which it has in charge. This 
general syllabus will be submitted to the 

fuil comm'‘ssion tomorrow. 

The commission will cover the whole field 
of our industrial life. As soon as the gen- 
eral syliabus and the amendments of each 
commission are ready they will be printed, 
probably to the number of 25,000, and sent 
to employers of labor and the headquarters 
and branches of the various labor and 
trade unions and the information so ob- 
tained will furnish the basis of the field 
work to be done by the sub-commissions. 

The reports of the agricultural depart- 
ment, the interstate commerce commis- 
sion and of labor bureaus will also prove 
vahuable in mapping out work. It is not 
expected that the sub-commissions will get 
into the field for several months. Some of 
the members are inclined to think that 
too much care and time cannot be spent 
in the preparation of the syllabi and in 
the preliminaries. Upon the thorough com- 
prehensiveness of this they believe much 
of the value of the subsequent field work 
will depend.

He said some of the 
marching men threw away their haver- 
sacks with their rations and then shared 
other men’s supplies until the next day's 
rations were issued. He had a slight at- 
tack of yeislow fever jn Santiago, and later 
on the St. Louis, returning to the United 
States, was taken ‘sick again. He spoke 
highly of the attention paid to him by the 
surgeons af the Camp Montauk hospital. 
The nurse, Miss Graves, told him his trou- 
ble was starvation, but there was plenty of 
food on the St. Louis for well men. Asa 
general summing up of his most unpleas- 
ant experiences, Goss said:

Keeley, the inventor of the Keeley motor, 
died today at his home in this city from 
pneumonia. He was taken i}] on Saturday 
last, and continued to grow steadily worse 
until his death.

Me Chesapeake and Ohio cana) extends 
from Georgetown, D. C., along the Potomac 
river to Cumberland, in Allegheny county, 
and is the oldest of the great interior wa- 
terways planned in this country in the 
early part of the century. For over half a 
century it was the main public work ef 
Maryland, and was built almost entirely by 
the state. Altogether it has cost the state 
over $25,900,000, «nd it is probable that this 
vist sum will prcve almost a total loss tu 
the taxpayers. 

It is believed that the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railway Company will, through this pro- 
pesed sale, acquire the full and 
clear title to the property, and that it will 
be improved and made a part of the Balti- 
mcre and Othio system when the reorgani- 
zation of that corporation is completed. In 
fact, it is generally understood that the 
Sale at the present time is made in the in- 
terest of the Baltimore and Ohio reorgani- 
zation scheme and as a part of a plan to 
have the railway operation gain full con- 
trol of the canal, so that it ean never again 
become a competitor for the coal trade of 
the western Maryland mines. 
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Railroads Have To Pay Out Large 
Sums Every Year. 

Wrecks and injuries to persons cost the 
railroads immense sums every year. 

The New York, New lIlaven and Hartford 
railroad, which has scarcely a grade ecross- 
ing in the state of Connecticut, paid out last 
year $248,474 for injuries to persons and 
$17,000 for wrecks. The Lake Shore paid 
$176,000 for personal injuries and $40,000 for 
wrecks. The Erie paid $96,000 for personal 
imguries and $17,000 for wrecks.

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The Financial Issue Still Important. 

Governor Tyler, of Virginia, who was 
in Washington the other day. was asked 
by a representative of The Dost to give 
his views On the political prospect. His 
reply was, that so far as the democratic 
party is concerned, the outlook is most 
hopeful. The recent war only tempora- 
rily obscured the real issues before the 
people. In the very nature of things 
the financial question cannot be kept 
down so long as producers and property 
owners find themselves handicapped by 
abnormally low values. Governor T'vler 
says he asked one of the richest men in 
Washington as to the status of his prop- 
erty. The reply of the gentleman was 
that if he desired to dispose of it, it 
would be impossible to realize 50 per 
cent of its real value. 

Now, if this state of things existed 
only in Washington city, it could be 
explained by some fact special and not 
general, but as the experience of the 
Washington property owner is common 
to property owners everywhere in the 
country outside of the great financial 
centers, it can be expiained only as the 
result of some general and irresistfble in- 
fluence. ‘“TWo years ago, property own- 
ers had hardly begun to pay their tri- 
bute to the gold standard. The prices 
of agricultural and industrial products 
had fallen, but real estate seemed to 
be holding its own. In consequence, 
some of the largest owners of real es- 
tate, if not all, sympathized with the 
“sound money’ arguments made in 
behalf of the gold standard. 

In Atlanta, two or three of the larg- 
est owners of real estate and gentlemen 
of unquestioned ability, made them- 
selves conspicuous as the champions 
of the gold standard. The effects of 
that standard had not at that time been 
seriously felt on their property. We do 
not Kkmow whether their views have 
been changed or even modified, but we 
do know that the value of their proper- 
ty has been miore than modified. It 
has been seriously reduced. As in Wash- 
ington city, so in Atlanta, and as in 
Atlanta, so in every other town and 
city, especially in towns remote from 
the financial centers. The situation then 
is a very real one. A gentleman of our 
acquaintance had $20,000 three years ago 
which he did not need in his regular 
business. Half of this he deposited in 
bank and the other half he invested 
in real estate, which, under ordinary 
circumstances, bade fair to double in 
value. Today he can take his $10,000 
from the bank, if he hasn't spent it in 
taxes, and buy three times as much real 
estate as he bought with the same sum 
a few years ago. He can probably 
realize $3,000 on the investment he made 
when he divided his $20,000. 

Now, in making this illustration, we 
have intentionaliy placed the figures 
given far within the facts. Any prop- 
erty owner who is willing to talk about 
his affairs can give more powerful and 
summary instances of the awful shrink- 
age that has taken place under what 
one of them recently called “the changed 
financial situation.” Though our il- 
lustration has not been made as strong 
as it actually is in fact, it constitutes 
a real object lesson. Any property 
owner, aS We say, Can give a more sig- 
nal instance of depression, and, con- 
sequently, it is folly to say that the 
financial question bas found a settle 
ment. 

Do the property Owners in cities and 
towns propose to sit down and fold their 
hands over the loss of more than halt 
of their investments, and calmly ascribe 
it to “the changed financial conditions?” 
Or will they join with others whose in- 
terests have been sacrificed, and endeay- 
or to remedy the matier by reversing 
the financial conditions? If they pro- 
pose to sit down with folded hands and 
submit to the loss of half their property, 
or, Micawber-like, wait for something to 
turn up. of course there is nothing more 
to be said, so far as they are concerned 
—save this, that Mr. Micawber won no 
renown as a successful Dusiness man. 

In any event, there will be many prop- 
erty owners who will not rest quietly 
under the eonditions which have brought 
about this spoliation of their invest- 
ments, and we may expect that they 
will join hands ~with other sufferers in 


an effort to restore their property to 
its normal] value. We shall find among 
them many sincere and energetio re- 
cruits to the doctrine of bimetallism. 

Meanwhile, the gold party continues 
to fill the air with promises and pledges, 
while the process they favor is enriching 
the few at the expense of the many. 
They have hitherto shirked all oppor- 
tunities to fulfill their promises and 
pledges, but now they have clear majori- 
ties in both houses of congress, and 
an exceedingly sympathetic man in the 
white house. They must now either 
lay their celebrated reform egg or get 
off the nest. : 

There are, no doubt. many property 
owners who believe that the sort of cur- 
rency reform which the gold party fa- 
vors will give them relief, will restore 
prosperity and fetch the value of their 
real estate to its normal. We can- 
not blame them for entertaining such a 
hope; but we are unable to see the 
ground of it. We have been hearing 
a great deal of talk from the gold par- 
ty of one sort and another; for a long 
time dire predictions, and nowa great 
volume of pledges. 

How the owners of real estate feel 
about it, we do not know, but The Con- 
Stitution has an invincible distrust of 
the party which has destroyed more than 
half the value of the property of the 
country to carry out the selfish ends of 
a few powerful interests. Meanwhile, 
the conditions are such as to make the 
financial] question more important than 
ever, 2 
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The Canal Difficulties. 


Not until the official report from the 
American minister at Nicaragua reaches 
Washington can it be determined just 
What is the nature of the concession re- 
centiy granted by the congress of Nica- 
ragua in its closing hours to the Eyre- 
Cragin syndicate of capitalists from the 
United States, Whether this conces- 
sion will really siand in the way of 
progress with the canal cannot be said 
with any degree of certainty. Our state 
department officials are in the dark as 
yet for the very good reason that they 


do not know whether it is a condition- 
ary concession to Messrs. Eyréand Cra- 
gin to build the canal, or whether it is 
a concess‘on to step into the rights now 
held by the Maritime Company immedi- 
ately upon the expiration of the present 
limit of its concession, shutting the ex- 
isting company out of whatever rights 
it uiay have to secure an extension, or 
whether the new concession is condi- 
tioned on securing the indorsement of 
this government, as would seem natural. 

The reports that have reached Wash- 
ington so far are conflicting. This is 
perhaps due somewhat to the transitory 
state in which Nicaragua finds herself. 
As a nation, she has gone out of «xist- 
ence, taking her place as one of the 
states of the new United States of Cen- 
tral America. But not until next March 
will the first congress of this new union 
get together, and until then, littie can 
be done beyond maintaining the status 
of things as they existed when the fo: m- 
er nations—Nicaragua, Honduras and 
Salvador—went out of existence, which 
was on the Ist of November. 

The new constitution provides that 
the acts of the several states before they 
went out of individual existence shall be 
ratified, and this new charter wr con- 
cession seems on the surface .9 be one 
of such acts, The government of the 
United States has, however, certain 
rights which must be protected; and it 
is bound to see that the rights of the 
Maritime (anal Company are also pre- 
served, at least that thev be not taken 
away to the detriment of the great ca- 
nal project in which this country has so 
deep interest. Official protest has, it is 
understood, already been made by our 
state department: but as there can be 
nobody to give official assurances on the 
part of Nicaragua until next March, 
there is little chance of having the dif- 
ficulties cleared away before then, 

Still much will depend upon the char- 
acter of the concession. It may prove 
that the telegraphed reports from Mana- 
gua are wrong, and that the new con- 
cession is so worded that the final de- 
cision is in the hands of this govern- 
ment. If that is the case, nothing will 
be allowed to stand in the way of push- 
ing the canal through to suceess, and 
that is the main question. Of course 
there must be full justice to both of 
these canal syndicates, but neither can 
be permitted to stand in the way of 
prompt action by congress lovking to 
the practical solution of the canal prob- 
lem in such way as will insure ihe cut- 
ting of the great waterway at an carly 
a date as is practicable. This is the 
great industrial enterprise in which the 
American people are now most 
deeply interested. If there was any 
doubt in the public mind before «he war 
With Spain, that has been elimnated. 
The value of the canal. the need of it. 
is everywhere recognized, and it is eoing 
to be built.

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Judge Milner’s Views. 

Judge Thomas W. Milner, of Carters- 
ville, contributes a very thoughtful let- 
ter to the discussion on the tax question. 
He goes sOmewhat deeper into the sub- 
ject than any of our correspondents and 
lays his finger here and there on some 
facts of great significance, 

But the question of school reform, in- 
teresting as it is. may be very appropri- 
ately left to be t2ken up. as it assurediy 
will be when the legislature has made 
provision for the present emergency. 
Judge Miiner refers to Governor Can- 
dier’s campaign speeches and says that 
he does not understand that the gor- 
ernor pledged himself to any particular 
plan of tax reduction. This is true. 
There Was a demand on the part of the 
people for a reduction of the rate, and 
this demand was based on their necessi- 
ties, on the cutting down of their re- 
sources nearly two-thirds. But what- 
ever the governor said in regard to that 
matter was based on a general necessi- 
ty for tax reduction. He had no idea, 
nor had the taxpayers of the state, that 
he would be confronted, the moment he 
seated himself in the executive chair. 
with such a state of affairs as has been 
actually developed. He had no ides 
that he would be brought face to face 
With an emergency demanding promp: 
action on the part of the legislature. 

This emergency, as Hon. Martin Cal- 
vin says, is not alarming but it is verv 
serious. It can be met, but only by 
taking measures which a few months 
ago would have been described as radi- 
cal. That these measures do not seem 
radical now ig due to the fact that the 
whole state perceives that a serious mis- 
take has been made in increasing ap- 
propriations at a time when the re- 


| sources of the people were actually and 
rapidly decreasing. 

No giie who is in favor of reducing 
the state’s expenses is opposed to educa- 
tion or is desirous of crippling the school 
System. We know of no one who de- 
sires to destroy it. Those who talk about 
reforming it are moved by a desire to 
improve the means and methods of edu- 
cation; and those who are now in favor 
of restoring the appropriation to the 
point where the iast legislature found 
it, have no purpose to cripple the system. 
What they desire to do is to meet an 
emergency which culminates next July, 
and to meet it without confiscating the 
property of the people by giving Geor- 
gia the heaviest tax race of any southern 
state. 

In these matters of large public con- 
cern, such as the school system, it is 
better to go too slow than to go too late. 
This consideration was laid before the 
last legislature, both by the minority, 
led by Mr. Little, which opposed the 
increased appropriation, and by The 
Constitution. 

For some reason or other which we 
have never been able to fathom, there 
must have been an idea that money was 
to come fluttering down from the clouds, 
or that cheap cotton and a lack of money 
rendered the taxpayers able to meet 
the increased demands on their re- 
sources. The Constitution thinks it 
can be shown beyond al] question that 
the real friends of the public school sys- 
tem are those who desire to relieve that 
system of the odium which would un- 
doubtedly attach to it if the present 
high rate of taxation were to be in- 
creased in order to confirm the unfor- 
tunate experiment of the last legislature 
—an experiment that is mainly responsi- 
ble for the deficit of nearly half a mil- 
lion which the state will have to face 
next July if prompt provision is not 
made. 

The Constitution contends, as a firm 
friend of popular education, that if the 
state school] system is made responsible 
for an increase of taxation, that system, 
and the cause of education itself, will 
get a set-back, a black eye, as the phrase 
goes, from which there will be no re- 
covery for a generafion. The discus- 
sion over taxation has gone far enough 
to disclose the fact that the enlightened 
public sentiment of the state, the very 
sentiment that must be depended on to 
sustain the schoo] system, is in favor 
of lopping off the $400,000 which the 
last legislature added to the school 
fund, 

The discussion has also gone far 
enough to disclose the fact that public 
sentiment is in favor of reducing our 
pension list to the demands of really 
needy veterans and widows of veterans. 
And this sentiment is sustained by the 
views of the confederate veterans them- 
selves. There are many ex-confederate 
soldiers in Georgia who are well-off, 
but who are, nevertheless, drawing pen- 
sions and thus adding to the burdens of 
the people. 

Economy may also suggest 2 paring 
down in other directions, but these two 
appropriations, the school fund and the 
pension list, are so large that they in- 
vite reduction, and this reduction will 
tide the state over an emergency, and 
permit of a reduction in taxation.

EGITORIAL COMMENT. 


“The Hlessian Fly in the United States” 
is the title of bulletin No. 16, new series. 
Division of Entomology, soon to be issued 
by the United States department of agricul- 
ture. It was prepared, under the direction 
of the entomologist, by Herbert Osborn, 
professor of zoology and entomology, Agri- 
cultural college, Ames, Iowa, and contains 
many facts concerning the life history, 
food habits and parasitic enemies of this 
farm pest. The bulletin states. that the 


Hessian fly probably ranks next to the 
chinch bug as a farm pest in the United 
States, and its ravages in other countries 
have long been known and appreciated. It 
received its name in the belief that it had 
been introduced into this country by the 
Hessian soldiers during the war of the 
revolution. An account of its original hab- 
itat, its very wide distribution throughout 
the wheat-growing regions of Europe and 
America, and the means of distribution are 
given in the bulletin, togéther with descrip- 
tions of the male and female insects, the 
eggs, the larval forms and development, 
food plants, natural enemies and remedies. 
It also contains a list of all the important 
papers on the Hessian fly that have ap- 
peared in America and such of the foreign 
works as are of value to the American 
Student.

The duty and responsibility is with the 
present session of the legislature, Georgia’s 
tax rate, leaving off the tax imposed to 
support public schools and pay pensions, 
fs about the smallest tax in 
Unilied States. Her pension appropriation 
is greater than che. aggregate appropria- 
tion of a majority of the old confederate 
States.

Besides this 
powerful influence, there are many thou- 
sand voters in Georgia who have been 
educated to look to the state, without 
any effort or assistance, by parental au-

tion of their children. For years past a 
candidate seeking a place in the legisla- 
ture could propose no change in the school 
System of the state—except an increase of 
the appropriation to suscain the schvols. 
1 admire the state schoo! commissioner in 
his effort to maintain the department un- 
der his churge. He should do all in his 
power. He ought not, however, tochreaten 
the lawmaking power of the state with 
his army, if it be true that he has done 
so. The time has come when legislation 
establishing and maintaining public insti- 
tutions should be so framed as to sub- 
serve the highest and best interests of the 
peopie of the state who groan under heavy 
burdens of taxation. 
It is insisted that 
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Georgia should -not 
take a backward step in the great work 
of public education. It is any deliberate 
judgment that Georgia ought to yetrace 
her strides in this matter, and that just 
as quick as possible.

The operations 
of such a law would cut down the appro- 
priations necessary to support the school. 
Again, the law should be so changed as to 
require the schoo] trustees in each district 
to make contracts with the teachers in 
writing, in such form as may be required 
by the state commissioner. These con- 
tracts should be so made as to cover a 
period of three months in the year, in 
which tthe school should be taught as a 
public school, and leave the patrons of the 
school the parents of the children to con- 
tract privately with the teacher for as 
much more time as might be des:red—say 
three. months or more—and during this 
time let the patrons of the school pay tui- 
tlon. There is God-given responsibility 
resting upon the parent of a child to edu- 
cate the chill.

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Neither the house nor the senate yester- 
day held very long sessions, but each took 
action on important legislative matters. 
The house passed the Copeland Lill which 
prevents creditors from sending claims 
out of the state for collection, and the sen- 
ate adopted a resolution, which, if it goes 
through the Jouse, will have much to 
do with the tax problem in the legislature. 
It provides for the appointment of an inde- 
pendent committee, five from the senate 
and ten from the house, whose duty it will 
ihe to make immediate and personal in- 
vestigation of the condition of, the state 
treasury department, and to report back to 
the two houses. If the resolution passes 
the house it will have the practical effffect 
of holding up the work of the finance and 
appropriation committees of the legislature 
until such time as the new joint committee 
shall have made its report, but it is not 
likely that this will in any way delay 
financial legislation. 

The bill to prevent creditors residing in 
Georgia from sending claims out of the 
state, there to be levied upon the wages of 
railroad employees, also residents of this 
state, passed the house yesterday, after a 
spirited debate, by the vote of 88 to Ll, 
Speaker Little casting his vote in favor of 
the bill and giving it the required majority. 
The bill was prepared by Mr. C. T. Ladson, 


gttorney for many of the railroad orders, | 


and of the Atlanta Federation of Trades, 
and was introduced and warmly champion- 
edi by Mr. F. W. Copeland, of Walker, one 
of the ablest members of the house. The 
bill was almost unanimously recommended 
by the special judiciary committee, and al- 
so found an influential friend in the per- 
son of the chairman of that committee, Mr. 
Ellis, of Bibb. Mr. Copeland and Mr. Ellis 
made eloquent and convincing speeches in 
its favor, reciting many instances of op- 
pression and wrong done to railway em- 
ployees which have come under their obser- 
vation, Other members,including some who 
have had past legislative experience, made 
effective talks in favor of the passage of 
the bill, 

It is claimed that this bill 
the railway employees of Georgia 
ands of dollars every year, and 
many of them from being discharged, as 
the railroads for manifest fre- 
quently discharge employees gar- 
nisheed the second time.

The resolution to create an independent 
committee of both houses to lovk into state 
jinances was presented by Senator Thrash- 
er, and passed unanimously. It 
lollows: 

Whereas, the general assembly of 
Georgia has upon it the responsible 
duty of adjusting the expenditures of 
the state to a level with the receipts 
and income thereof, without increas- 
ing the present tax rate, which is al- 
ready oppressive and whereas, the gen- 
eral assembly in the performance of 
this duty should have all information 
that can be obtained upon each and 
every item of expenses to the state gov- 
ernment before the appropriations for 
next year are made. And, whereas, it 
appears that retrenchments are greatly 
needed, it is thereiore resolved by the 
senate of Georgia, the house concur- 
ring therein: 

Rsolved first, That a committee of 
five from the senate and ten from the 
house be appointed as a joint commit- 
tee to thoroughly investigate the con- 
dition of the state treasury, ascertain- 
ing its condition as to the present year, 
ard the needs and requirements of said 
treasury for the year 1899. 

Resolved second, That the utility 
and necessity of egch and every item 
of appropriations be investigated and 
considered separately, and the conclu- 
sion reached by said committee be re- 
perted in the order considered by said 
cemmittee to each branch of the gen- 

val assembly as early as can be done 
consistently with the thorough per- 
formance of the duties imposed upon 
said committee. 

Resolved third, That said committee 
shall have full authority to cause any 
person or persons within the state of 
Georgia to come before them and tes- 
tify or produce any evidence in their 
custody or control in making said in- 
vestigation. 

Resolved fourth, That said commit- 
tee in making the investigation re- 
quired of them by this resolution, shall 
also be required to investigate the ac- 
counts of any other department of the 
state, which has either the collection 
or disbursement of the state funds, not 
covered in the treasury of the state, 
or of any department to whith the 
state makes yearly approprfations.

Repre- 
sentative Laing, of Terrell, said that he 
had not been present at any of the previous 
meetings of the committee, and asked if 
the salaries of other servants of the state 
had been recommended to be reduced. 

“No,” said Chairman Chappell. 

“Then, don’t let’s begin with the preach- 
ers,’ said Mr. Laing. 

The committee decided not to begin that 
way, and voted down the Post resolution, 

Representative Weldon Price, of Oconee, 
wanted to reduce the salary of the state 
chemist from $3,000 to $2,000, but on motion 
of Mr. Knowles this matter was referred 
to a sub-committee. It consists of Messrs. 
Knowles, Carter and Starr. The appropria- 
tion of $10,000 to the department of agricul- 
ture was agreed to, and the geological ap- 
propriation was not considered, because a 
legislative committee is now at work inves- 
tigating that bureau. Then the committee 
took up a series of appropriations, and cut 
the governor's contingent fund from $16,000 
to $10,000, the railway commission fund 
from $800 to $30, the supreme court con- 
tingent fund from $1,200 to $1,000, the rail- 
way commission printing fund from $1,000 
to $500, and the salary of the keeper of 
public buildings from $2,000 to $1,200. 

Having got this far they encountered a 
snag in the general printing fund, which 
last year amounted to_.$15,000, and decided 
to postpone action. There was no actual 
debate over the $20,000 fund to maintain the 
capitol and executtve mansion, but there 
Was an interchange of ideas on the sub- 
ject that occupied a good deal of time. Mr. 
Price said he knew that a bill would be 
introduced to abolish the mansion and (to 
give the governor a salary sufficient to 
live on in comfort, and a motion finally 
prevailed to refer the entire matter to a 
sub-committee. Chairman Chappell appoint- 
ed Messrs. Post, of Coweta; Rudicil, of 
Chattooga, and Price, of Oconee. 

The next section in the bill was that 
Which appropriated money to equip the 
state militia and the debate over this last- 
ed until the committee adjourned. 
The military appropriation made 
by the last legislature was $25,000, and 
about $10,000 of this was spent in 1897. 
Representative King, of Houston, vigor- 
ously attacked the holding of an annual en- 
campment and said it was a clear waste 
of the state funds. Representative Laing, 
of Terrell, just as vigorously defended the 
State militia and declared it to be the safe- 
gvard ol the state. He was thankful, he 
Sald, that it was not needed often, but its 
presence was a guarantee of protection to 
the life and property of all citizens. Mr. 
Laing is a member of the militir 
and he eloquently defended it against 
the implied charge that the annual state 
encampment was simply a prolic. 

Representative Carter, of Burke. follow- 
ed in the same spirit, and said that he re- 
called a recent incident in his own county 
which demonstrated the necessity of main- 
tain.ng a military organization in the state. 
There had been riot and threat of pillage 
Which the calling out of the guard had ef- 
fectually stopped. Mr. Price argued on the 
opposite line and was answered in a short 
but determined talk from Representative 
Johnson, of Floyd, wks said that the state 
militla was as neceSSary as any other state 
irmtitution. After a lengthy debate Mr. 
Knowles, in a brief and complimentary talk 
about the soldiers, introduced a motion, 
which prevailed, referring the matter to a 
sub-committee. Chairman Chappell ap- 
pointed Messrs, Johnson, of Floyd: Richard- 
son, of Hancock, and Smith, of Hall. 

Ii was then too late to take up the other 
sections of the bil] and the committee ad- 
journed until 3 o'clock next Tuesday after- 
noon, when all the sub-committees are re- 
quired to have their reports ready.

Mr. Hurrison. skill- 
fully met these objections and argued that 
the bill if enacted into law wouki serve to 
purify and exalt the judiciary system of 
the state. When the matter was put to a 
vote, fourteen members of the committee 
favored reporting the bill adversely and 
ten with recommendations that it do pass, 
Mr. Hardwick announced that he would 
draw up a minority report to submit to the 
heuse along with the majority report of the 
gxeneral commitee. 

Another bill acted upon by the general 
ecmmittee was the bill of Mr. LeRoche, of 
Chatham, authorizing sheriffs, deputy siher- 
iffs, marshals and other officers to carry 
concealed weapons.

Oldest and Sciddaiee Member of Con- 
gregation Placed It in Position. 


ADDRESSES BY PROMINENT MINISTERS 


Rain Fell puitie Exercises, but Did 
Not Interfere with Programme, 
Location of the Church.

THE FIRST BRICK OF THE THRD 
Baptist church was laid yesterday after- 
noon with appropriate ceremony. The rain 
Was coming down in almost a downpour, 
but the assembled crowd being a staunch 
Baptist gathering, did not mind the weath- 
er. The press stated that the corner stone 
of the church would be laid yesterday, but 
the pastor, Dr Broughton, announced that 
it was by no means a corner stone lay- 
ing, but simply the placing in place of the 
first brick. 

The pettis part of the ceremony was 
the placing of the brick by the oldest and 
youngest members of the Baptist church 
in Atlanta. The oldest member is Mr. 
John S. Pritchard, who is in his one-hun- 
dred and third year, and the youngest 
member, Miss Katie Brewer, who is just 
Seven years old and joined the church 
last Sunday. It was a pretty picture of age 
and youth as the old gentleman, with his 
hand trembling, and the young child hold- 
ing the brick, together carefully placed it 
in position and the masons put the mortar 
around it for the next brick. 

The exercises were opened with g .hymn. 
Rev. Alex Bealer then read from the scrip- 
tures the second chapter of second Timothy 
Short remarks were made by several of the 
prominent Baptists divines of the city. 

Dr. Marshall was the first speaker and 
his subject was “Our Place."’ He spoke 
of the importance of hhaving churches in 
the right place and of the excellent loca- 
tion of the Third Baptist church. 

The new church is located on the cor- 
ner of Harris and Luckie. streets in one 
of the most thickly populated sections of 
the city and it would he bard to find a 
better location.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


Major Barnes, ‘eateniend to the Nicara- 
gua canal, stated yesterday that the re- 
port of his speech delivered before the 
general assembly and published in The Con- 
stitution of the 18th, was generally correct 
so far as it went except for the state- 


ment that there was twenty-seven miles of 


canal excavated, whereas it should have 
been there are twenty-seven miles of ca- 
nal to be excavated. 

Major Barnes stated that the canai WAS 
ati 169.5 miles in length, of which there 
would be in Lake Nicaragua fifty-six and 
a half miles, by the river San Juan sixty- 
four and a half miles, making by lake 
aud river navigation 121 miles. There 
would be of basins on the east side of 
the lock sixteen miles. These basing are 
the Deseado and the San Frantisco, and 
there would be about five and a half miles 
of basin known as Tolo basin on the west 
side of the lake. This makes in all about 
e¢wenty-one and a half mies of navigation 
through basins. This makes navigation 
through river, lake and basins 142 miles 
and a fraction. There remains then about 
twenty-seven miles of excavation proper. 
The estimate of Mr. Menocal, the chief 
engineer of the Maritime Canal Company, 
was sixty-five miles. His data and esti- 
mate were submitted to a committee of 
live of the most experienced engineers of 
the United States, and they increased his 
estimate to elghty-seven miles to cover 
every contingency. General Hains, of the 
Walker commission, in his testimony be- 
fore the senate committee, stated that in 
his judgment it woula cost about ninety 
million dollars to construct the eanal, 
which corresponds very closely with the 
committee’s estimate. In justice to Mr. 
Hains, however, it should be stated that 
his estimate is subject to revision when 
the Walker commission makes its report, 
which will be in the course of a month. 

“There is a bill now before the senate, 
continued Major Barnes, ‘“‘which provides 
that all’ private stock shall be eliminated, 
and that the only stockholders in the 
Maritime Canal Company shall be the 
United States, Nicaragua and Costa Rica— 
only these three governments. Jf this bill 
passes the senate the United States will 
have charge of the present commission, 
and therefore the necessity exists for the 
immediate passage of this or some similar 
measure. 

“The im.nediate effect of the construc- 
tion of the eanal wili be to Introduce us to 
five hundred million of people with whom 
we are now very slightiv tn contact. This 
is the population of northern China, Corea, 
Japan, the islands of Polynesia and the 
whole west coast of South America. 

“Of course, this constitutes the great 
opening for trade both for our cotton and 
cotton goods, and the cheap fuel of the 
Mississippi valley, and the fuel of the 
Mississippi valley is the cheapest in the 
world.

the markets, and the east will necessarily 
come into contact with Liverpool and pos- 
sibly control it. 

“As to the valué of the canal from a 
military point of view, it requires no re- 
flection to see that it would nearly double 
the effective strength of the Unted States 
navy. Under protection in Lake Nicaragua, 
a fresh water lake, our navy could eusiiy 
be repaired and refitted to emerge from 
either end of the canal to encounter any 
hostile force. 

“Under the concessions that were origi- 
nally granted by Nicaragua to the original 
canal association, and which are now 
owned by the Maritime Canal Company, 
Nicaragua has an interest of 6 per cent 
of the stocks and bonds and other securi- 
ties of the company. Costa Rica has an 
interest of 1% per cent. The United States 
is to have an interest of seveity raillions 
of dollars in the stock of the company, 
and the residue is to constitute a com- 
mercial capital and the concessionaires re- 
serve 644 per cent for themselves, though 
it is optional with che United States 
whether or not she will purchase it at par 
with 3 per cent interest. The whole pur- 
pose of the biil is to eliminate any private 
ownershin of the stock. 

The value of the canal to the south, 
and especially the gulf states, cannot be 
overestimated. By it New Orleans and 
cities on the gulf of Mexico will be 
brought from 700 to 1,000 miles nearer the 
great trade centers of the orient than will 
New York.” 


Hon. Waring Russell, of Savannah, came 
up to Atlanta yesterday for a season of 
rest and recreation. 

Mr. Russell is one of the most remarka- 
ble and picturesque men in the state. In 
Chatham politics he is a very Warwick, 
and has been such for years, apparentiy 
be'ng able to control absolutely the out- 
come of any election, Albeit, ne modestly 
insists that he never has anything further 
to do with affairs of the kind than to 
toilow the pecple. 

It was Mr. Russell who, a number of 
years ago, organized the Citizens’ Club tn 
Savannah and led its members to victory 

against the Tammany party, then in power 
and considered invineibie. After a time the 
spirit of A, P. Aism crept into his organi- 
zution, and the nominal leader of the elub 
fused with the A, P. A’s just before the last 
and vividly remembered municipal fight 
in Savannah. Mr. Russell, who is nat a 
Catholic, withdrew because of this leader's 
action and organized another club to fight 
those of his old associates who did not 
&o0 out with him. And with what success 
is a matter of history now. 

These were his biggest and hardest won 
Victories, but he has a store of lesser ones 
to his credit. 

Mr. Russell is treasurer of the society 
of the Sons of the Revolution, and warnily 
interested in perpetuating the memories of 
the soldiers and sailors who fought for 
American indepenleace. His grandfather, 
Philip Russell, who came to this country 
from England as a lad of sixteen, was a 
surgeon in the continental army and re- 
ceived speciai mention by General Wash- 
ington for che efficiency and skill] he dis- 
piayed in the service.

The Third Georgia regiment has been or- 
dered to break camp at Griffin and proceed 
at once to Savannah, where the command 
will embark on transports in the course of 
a few days for Nuevitas, Cuba. 

A dispatch from the war department was 
received by Colonel Berner yesterday after- 
noon, who for two weeks has been holding 
his regiment in order to move at a mo- 
ment’s notice. The telegram from Wash- 
ington was a short one, s:mply instructing 
the command to move to Savannah without 
delay, but it was sufficient to make the 
camp of the Georgia volunteers a lively 
Scene and to carry joy to the hearts of 
officers and enlisted men who have waited 
patiently for weeks for the arrival of the 
dispatch. 

Among officers of the army it ts a com- 
mon saying that nothing is certain with 
which the war department has to do and 
many feared the instructions for the Third 
Georgia to get in readiness to leave for 
Cuba would be changed at the last moment. 
The doubts on that line were dispelled yes- 
terday by the telegram from the adjutant 
general and the pent up feelings of the men 
in Griffin gave way to three cheers when 
the news was announced to them. 

ent Leaves Monday. 

The Third Georgia will leave for Savan- 
nah Monday, the First battalion getting 
away early in the morning and the others 
in the afternoon. The field officers of the 
regiment thought it best to wait until that 
time, although under the instructions from 
Washington the command could have 
boarded train at once. Some time will be 
necessary for the roads that have been 
given the contract for the transportation of 
the regiment to provide sufficient accommo- 
dations, Half of the regiment will leave 
over the Central and the other half over the 
Southern road, since the bids of the two 
lines were exactly the same, and for that 
reason the contract was divided. 

The Third Georgia by a recent order was 
attached to the Second army corps, com- 
manded ty General Young, but Colonel 
Berner has been instructed to report to 
General Fitzhugh Lee, commanding the 
Seventh army corps, upon his arrival in 
Savannah. Upon embarking upon trans- 
ports the regiment will again be under the 
direction of the commander of the Second 
army corps. ‘ 

In Savannah it is believed the Third Geor- 
@ia will remain only a day or two, as the 
war department notified Colone] Berner 
that his regiment would be held at Griffin 
until the transports for the accommodation 
of hia men had feached Savannah, so that 
no time will be lost in that city. 

Georgians Go tc Nuevitas. 

The Georgia regiment will go to Nuevitas, 
in the province of Principe, one of the 
healthiest sections of Cuba, being situated 
ow the norihern coast of the island. At 
Nuevitas the Georgia boys will have the 
Highth United States cavalry and Fifteenth 
infantry to keep them company, two of the 
best regiments in the regulas army. 

The place ‘s thought to be one of the 
best and healthiest that could have been 
selected by the war department for the 
troops and the men in Griffin are delighted, 
not only at the chance offered them to see 
active servicc, but also that they are to go 
in garrison at Nuevitas. 

Lieutenant Adamson and several other 
officers of the Third Geofela came to At- 
lanta yesterday on business and told of the 
dispatch that had been received from the 
war department. It is stated that the men 
in every company were délighted at the 
news that they were to go at once and that 
it was the desire of many of them to get 
away from Griffin today jn&tead of waiting 
im camp there until Monday. 

The Third Georgia has been recruited up 
to its full limit of 103 men to a company 
and the officers have reason to be proud of 
their command. While in Griffin the regi- 
ment has not remained inactive, but the 
men have been perfected to a marked de- 
gree in the manual of arms and can take 
their placé with the best drilled command 
in the volunteer army. 


GENERAL LEE !S NOTIFIED. 


War Department Tells Him of In- 
structions Sent to Third Geor- 
gia Regiment. 

A special to The Constitution from Sa- 
Vannah telis of the orders sent the. Third 
Georgia regiment to move at once. The 
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it is as follows: 

“Savannah, Ga., November 18.—(Special.) 
General Fitzhugh Lee received a telegram 
from the war department today stating 
That the Third Géorgia regiment had been 
ordered from Griffin to Savannah to camp, 
pending its transfer to Cuba. General 
Leo was instructed to sélect a camp site 
for the regiment, and At will be under his 
orders during its stay in Savannah. 

“General Lee wired Colonel Berner today, 
mentioning the order and asking him when 
he expected to bring the régiment to Sa- 
vannah. He has not heard from him yet. 

“No reports of any transportts coming, or 
on the way to Savannah, have been re- 
ceived here, and the presumption is that 
the Third Georgia will remain. here in 
camp for some days before embarking for 
Nuevitas, where it will go to join General 
L. H. Carpenter’s brigade. 

“Tie first shipment of the new United 
States rifles for the Seventh army corps 
will arrive in Savannah tomorrow and will 
be distributed to the men on Monday. 

“Colonel Oscar J. Brown, of the Second 
Georgia régiment, camé down from Atlanta 
this morning to assist in the work of mus- 
tering out the First battalion of his regt- 
ment. He will remain in the city tomor- 
row to complete his part of the work. Colo- 
nél Brown said there was ho foundation 
for the report that thefe was a chance for 
the Second Georgia to remain in the ser- 
vice."’ 


MEN TRANSFERRED TO THIRD. 


Troops of First Georgia Go to Third 
Georgia and Thirty-First 
Michigan. 

In addition to twenty men who have 
been transferred from the Second Georgia 
regiment to the Third Georgia at the sug- 
gestion of Colonel Oscar Brown, an order 
has been issued from the war department 


Georgia over to the Third, and also three 
men of the First Georgia to the Thirty- 
first Michigan. 

All of the men transferred have asked to 
be allowed to remain in the service, and 
all of them expected to be transferred to 
the Second Georgia before the idea of re- 
forming that regiment was abandoned. The 
non-commissioned officers among the num- 
ber wil) lose their rank by the transfer 
and will have to enter the Third Georgia 
and Michigan regiment as privates.

ARB IN GOOD SHAPE 


His Creditors Have Faith in His Ability, 
Despite Remors. 


COLLECTIONS SLOW WITH HIM 


Be Had No Obligations Overdue, but 
‘ Feared Pressure. — 


ADDITIONAL TIME GIVEN ARRANGES IT 


Meeting of Creditors Was Held Last 
Night and the Conference Was 
Satisfactory. 


The rumors of financial embarrassment 
Which have been circulated | the city 
in the last few days conce the busi- 
ness affairs of Mr. Johtii' M. Green have 
been dissipated. 

A meéting of the creditors of Mr. Green, 
called by himself, Was held last night, at 
which his affairs were afranged to the en- 
tire satisfaction of thhimself and his cred- 
ltors. Owing to the low prices and late 
crop of cotton, Mr, Green has been unable 
to make collections, and fearing pressure 
from his creditors, on account of his prob- 
able inability to meet future obligationdg, 
he called a meeting of creditorg last night, 
laid the matter before them in a business- 
like manner, and explained the situation. 

The meeting of cfeditors was held in the 
Office of Mr. Green's attorneys, Messrs. 
Payne & Tye, and was largely attended by 
the creditors themselves or their represen- 
tatives residing in this and other 
states. A resolution was unanimously 
adopted, so great was their confidenre in 
Mr. Green’s business ability, to allow him 
to conduct his business as heretofore, un- 
der the advice of a committee of well- 
known business men, who shall act as the 
personal representatives of the creditors. 

This adyisory committee is composed of 
Mr. C. E. Currier, of the Atlanta National 
bank; Mr. W. B. Chisholm, of Savannah; 
Mr. Jacob Elsas, of Atlanta; Mr. C. W. 
Plummer, of Massachusetts, and Mr. A. A. 
Smith, of Atlanta. The committee will 
have charge of the affairs, with the as- 
Bistance of Mr. Green, who will be the 
active manager. All claims are extended 
until December 31, 1899. 

The creditors present at the meeting last 
night represented $800,000. Mr. Green has 
invested in business about $1,500,000. The 
action of the creditors in adopting the 
resolutions was unanimous, and as svon 
as the resolutions could be prepared and 
read to the meeting, each creditor or his 
representative signed them. 

Mr. John L. Tye said, at the close of the 
meeting: 

“The action of the creditors showed what 
great confidence they have in Mr. Green's 
ability as a@ buainess man, and how strong- 
ly they think all debts and claims will be 
paid in a short time. The condition of the 
cotton crop caused the temporary embar- 
rassment of Mr. Green.”’ 

Mr. John M. Green said: 

“T am pleased with the action of my 
creditors. To prevent any trouble, I called 
them together that they might know what 
the situation was, and that I might ask an 
extension of time and receive their co-op- 
eration in my business.” 

The meeting last night was attended by 
about fifty business men and lawyers of 
Atlanta and out-of-town creditors. Many 
of those present lived outside of the city. 
Among the number were several] bankers. 
Many expressions of confidence were made 
during the discussion of some plan to ar- 
range his business for the best interests of 
the debtors and Mr. Green. 

The Atlanta Gudno Company, the Amer- 
icuag Guano Company and the Wajton 
Guano Company, all of which Mr. Green is 
president of, will be conducted as in the 
pest, and there will be no changes in his 
affairs.

Police Cemmissioners Made an Import- 
ant Ruling Yesterday. 


CLUB BARS TO CLOSE SUNDAYS 


Recent Supreme Court Ruling Will Be 
Enforced in This City. 


W. S, MEHAFFY WAS NOT TRIED YESTERDAY 


Felice Commissioners Decided To Give 
Him the Privilege cf Resigning, 
Which He -Did.

ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES ON SUN- 
day will In the fltute be as unobtainable 
ty the Atlanta club members as ihecy afe 
now to those who hold no membership in 
the loca} social organizations. This was 
decided upon at a meeting of the police 
commissioners held yesterday afternocn, 
and Chief W. P. Manly was ‘nstructed to 
compel the influential clubs of the city to 
obey the same rules witch apply to smaller 
organizations, 

It is not provable that any arrests will 
be made until the managers of the clubs 
have been notified officially of the recent 
ruling of ths svpreme court, but after no- 
tification has been given, arrests will be 
made whenever it is ascertained that the 
bars are kept open on Sunday 

The matter was brought to the attention 
of the commissicners by Chairman W. H. 
Patterson directly after the board had 
pissed upon the cas2 of ex-Patrolman Me- 
haffey. Mr. Patterson said: 

“Before the commissioners adjourn there 
is a matter I want to speak of. The su- 
preme court recenily ruled tha ot all clubs, 
no matter for what purpcse they were or- 
ganized, are guilty of keeping cpen a tip- 
pling house of the Sabbath day when they 
sell drinks on Sunday, either to members 
or non-members. 

‘*The case which went before the supreine 
court was, I believe, from Augusta, and the 
tuling af the court makes the clubs of this 
city Hable to prosecution. Since the news- 
papers published the ruling of the supreme 
court, men‘bers of the Capital City Club, of 
the Fulton Club and of the Atlanta Turn 
Verein have asked me what this board is 
going tc do about the new construction 
which has been placed upon the law. 

“I think, myself, that if the members of 
these clubs are guilty of keeping open tip- 
pling ‘houses on the Sabbath day they 
shuuld be stopred, and I want the board to 
give an opinion upon the matter.”’ 

“This is a state law, is it not?’ 
Commissicner Jones. 

“tt is,” said Chairman Patterson. 

“My. Chief,’’ satd Commissioner English, 
“when you took your oath of office did you 
not swear that you would enforce the ordi- 
nances of the city of Atlanta and the laws 
of the state of Georgia?” 

Ohief Maniy bowed his head affirmatively. 

“Then,’’ seid Captain English, ‘‘as this 
is a state law, it is your plain duty, in ac- 
cordance with your oath, to enforce it. I 
don't see why the Cap'tal City Club, the 
Fulton Club and the Turn Verein should 
not be made to obey the law as well as the 
blind tigers and tipplirg’ houses which we 
have pulled in the past. Mind you, I do 
not say that liquors are sold at these 
clubs on Sunday. I Know the bar at the 
Capital City Club is not kept open, but as 
to the other clubs I can’t say. I have been 
in the Capital City Club s¢veral times on 
the Sabbath Iktely, and I Know the place 
where liquors are sold during the week is 
closed. 

“I don’t Know whether or not it is pos- 
sible to obtain liquor there on Sunday, for 
I never tried. However, if these clubs are 
violating the law, they should be made to 
stop it.’’ 

In this opinion the other commissioners 
concurred. After. the meeting Chief Manly 
said he was not ready to discuss the mat- 
ter as yet, but it is certain thet he will 
take action in view of what was said by 
the police commissioners. The cuse before 
the supreme court, which occasioned the 
ruling, was that on a man named Mohr- 
man, manager of the Grabenax Soctal 
Club, of Augusta. In delivering the decis- 
fon the court said: 

“We are of the orinicn that the tfnci- 
dental seiling of liquors will make a place 
nene the less a tippling house than if it 
was tne main objecc of its establishment. 
The evil intended to be corrected by tne 
state is the keeping open on the Sabbath 
Gay of houses where liquor is furnishel 
and drank, for what purpose the house 1s 
being operated, if the fact remains that 
intoxicating liquors are furnisned on the 
Sabbath day to be drunk cn the premises 
where they are supplied. It certainly can 
be no reply to the statute that the persons 
guilty of keeping open a house where 
liquors are sold and drunk had some other 
business in view as the primary object of 
its operating, and that the selling of such 
(iqQu lors is merely an Incident to. this ob- 
ject. A person keeping a grocery store, 
but who Kept as incidental to his Broe ery 
business a bar in one corner of the store. 
where his friends were accustomed to 
gather on the Sabbath day and partake 
with him of intoxicating drinks, might as 

well make this plea as the plaintiff in error. 

The fact that the main purpose was so- 
cial pleasure and of the other the realiza- 
tion of profit from his g-eocery business, 
can make no difference. In both. the sel}. 
ing was merely tncidéntal to, and not the 
main object of the business.” 

Below is the head note to the supreme 
court decision: 

“49. Mohrman vy. state. Before Judge Eve. 

City court of Richmond county. 

“Cobb, J.—1. The mere fact that the sell- 

ing and drinking of intoxicating liquors 
was ‘only an incident and not the main ob- 
ject’ of the incorporation of a social eltub, 
will make the place where such Jiquors are 
dispensed and drunk none the less a tip- 
viing house within the meaning of the 
Statute inaking penal the keeping open of 
such houses on the Sahbath aay. 
“2, A person who is t! 1e manager, and also 
a member and offfcer, of such « social anal 
and who exercises a freneral superintend- 
ency Over the affairs of the club, ‘nehniing 
the bar from which intoxicating. drinks 
are furnished, fs amenable to the statute 
above referred to. 

“3. That ‘only members’ are permitted in

SITUATION CLEARER 


Payments Through Clearing Houses Are 
Far Largest Ever Knows. 


IRON IS IN BIGGER DEMAND 


Cotton Shows Improved Tone, buf Is 
Still at Practically the Lowest 
Prices Ever Recorded. | | 


New York, November 18.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade will say tomor- 
row: 

‘The situation is clearer and the improve- 
ment in business which was expected after 
ths election has begun. Payments through 
clearing houses are far the largest ever 
known, for the week, 37.3 per cent larger 
than last year and 33.0 per cent larger than 
in 1892, The glaSs workers have resumed, 
the anthracite céa) output is heavy and 
much beyond the present capacity of mar- 
kets, the troubles in Illinois coal fields have 
been settled. and the new strike of shoe 
workers in Mar!boro, Mass., is now the only 
labor hindrance of consequence. 

“Were it possible it would be gratifying 
to Say that a Httle stronger demand for 
cotton, making the price 6.37 cents, against 
5.31 cents a week ago, had a solid basis, but 
sOuthern markets recognize the fact that 
the closing of many mills here and abroad 
owing to excessive stocks of goods on hand, 
does not offer the bright promise. Cheap 
prospects appear so good that even at the 


exireme low jrices quoted, there is little en-, 


couragement for advance in view of the 
heavy stocks held here and abroad. Under 
the arrangement between the mills several 
have stopped, while others have started this 
week, and the production of goods has not 
materially changed. A break in bleached 
goods breaks previous records. j 

The woolen manufacturers have gained 
in orders for the coming season, which 
justifies the heavy buying of materials re- 
céntly seen, and there are also better or- 
ders for speedy delivery, but the demand 
is not large and much machinery is still 
waiting tdly. While sales of wool at the 
three chief markets were heavy, 28 234.590 
pounds in three weeks, against 20,865,092 last 
year, they include two large sales for ex- 
port, covering 3,000,000 pounds of Monte- 
ae and Australian wool at 16c and 18e 
respectively, which make clearer the fact 
that prices asked by holders here are rela- 
tively high. Some concessions at Philadel- 
phia follow those at Boston, though the 
market is on the whole steady. 

‘Iron is in bigger demand all the time, 
and yet production steadily increases, and 
at Pittsburg Bessemer pig is slightly lower 
az $10.10. the new association being under- 
soid. Orders for plates are beyond all pre- 
cedent, including material for cars, bridges, 
vessels and work of all sorts, and structural 
work is seasonably quiet, though the mills 
have much ahead, while in bars the demand 
is considerably better at Pittsburg, with 
orders for material of 6,000 cars at Chicago. 
Some works at the east are short of orders 
and prices are held back. The expectation 
is that the proposed rail association will 
meet an extremely heavy demand for the 
next year, especially for trolley lines, but it 
is stated that prices wil] not be advanced 
above $20 at the east, and $21 at Chicago. 
In iron products the next will probably be a 
record-breaking year. 

“Western points received 10,337,311 bushels 
of Wheat during the week, and in two 
weeks 20,261,396. bushels, against 15,228,167 
last year. in view of these heavy receipts 
it can no longer be saig that western sSup- 
plies threaten to run short. 

“Corn exports for the last 
amounted t00,.056,001 bushels. Such shipments 
after the middle of November go far to- 
ward to confirming the belief that the for- 
eign demand for this grain is destined to be 
greater than has been expected.” 

New York, November 18.—Bradstreet’s 
will say tomorrow: 
suite te ae that the good re- 
‘ ig the recent elections are no 
sornger confined entirely to improvement in 
tone and contidence, t'nough the above feel- 
ing influences dealings in both financial 
and mercantile lines. Several substantial 
developments present themselves this week, 
notably among which are a number of ad- 
vances in prices, exceptionally few de- 
clines thereof, growing strength in the pig 
iron situation, unprecedentediy large week 
bank c.earings and remarkably good re- 
ports as to export trade, not only in the line 
of farm products, but in enlarged trade in 
manufactured products. Distribution of 
merehandise shows little change from re- 
certly preceding weeks, but the growth in 
confidence is reflected in very general re- 
ports of improved collections On past busi- 
ness, 

“First and foremost in the line of foreign 
trade extension are the returns recently 
made for October, pointing to exports for 
that month larger than in the eorrespond- 
ing month of any preceding year, second 
only to those of December last year, and 
chargeable not so much.as formeriy to 
enlarged exports of finished products of 
American industry. 

“In this connection especially good re- 
ports come from the iron and.steel indus- 
try, which ‘has thereby been rendered mcre 
nearly independent vhan ever before of 
fluctuations in domestic demand, 

“The strength in values of all cereals 
(all the leading breadstuffs are higher ttTis 
week) is of course due to the constant 
foreign demand more than effecting vcry 
large gains in domestic supplies, which, 
however, are below any corresponding pe- 
riod for years past. Comparison of four 
months’ exports, July to October inclusive, 
point to wheat and nour shipments little 
below those of last year and only 10 per 
cent below those of 1891, the heaviest ever 
known. The strength of cereals find imita- 
tion in coffee, whose statistical position 
shows some improvement; Sugar, which is 
relatively higher for refined on growing 
strength of raw supplies; coffee, which re- 
tains its old bullish tone, and even cotton, 
which is higher on smaller movement and 
improving tone of the dry goods market. 

“Wool sales continue of good volume on 
more vconfident buying of small manufac- 
tures, who, however, reported the finished 
goods trade unsatisfactory. Heavy sales 
of bonded wool for re-export to England 
are reported this week. 

“Rather more inquiry is noted for pig iron 
and the tone of prices is strong in con- 
trast to that of steel, whieh is being shaded 
by those eager to book new business. The 
stee] rail situation is apparently unchanged 
and much business is hekl up awaiting set- 
tlement of prices and other details. 

“Wheat, including flour shipments, for the 
week, aggregates 5,679,141 bushels, against 
8 674.393 bushels last week, 6,653,792 bushels 
in the corresponding week of 1897, 3,937,233 
bushels in 1896, 2,916,838 bushels in 1895 and 
3.312673 bushels in 1894.

$217,300 were paid. At the end of the same 
year these companies had insurance on 
thefr books amounting to $8,757,500, against 
$8,117,000 the previous year, a gain of $640,000. 
Although the moral hazard enters largely 
into the business, which ts also subject to 
great loss through disease, the loss ratiu 
has never shown any marked ‘increase in 
any one year, but has always been in pro- 
portion to the steady increases in other 
departments.

STILL A MYSTERY

‘Autopsy and Inquest Did Not Develop 


the Cause of It. 
MRS. RIKER TESTIFIES FOR JURY 


Does Not Know east Cause for His 
Death, Unless It Was Whisky.

Jury Will Be Called Together on Mon- 
day Po Make Up a Verdict 
in the Case.

The mystery surrounding the death of 
Private Foss, of company F, Fifth United 
States infantry, was not solved an in- 
quest conducted yesterday by Coroner 
Stamps. The physicians of Fort McFherson, 
under the supervision of Dr, Flagg, 
formed an autopsy, but did not 
cause of his death. 

After the autopsy, Which consumed sev- 
eral hours, the physicians said that they 
could find no irregularities in any of Foss’s 
organs to show violence’ but turned over to 
Coroner Stamps the contents of Foss's 
stomach, with instructions that it be exam- 
ined by a chemist. If poison is found in 
the substance, the verdict will be that 
Foss came to his death by poisoning, and 
if no poison is found by the chemical anal- 
ysis, his death will be considered a natural 
one, and all suspicion wil] be cleared from 
everyone. 

Half of yesterday was consumed bv Cor- 
oner Stamps and his jury and the post 
physicians in trying to find some reason 
for the death of Private No signs 
of violence were found on his body..There 
was a large place on his left ankle. re- 
sembling a burn, and a bruise on his rigtt 
hip, but neither of these were considered 
sufficient to produce death. 

The examination of witnesses by the cor- 
oner’s jury shows that Foss was an habitual 
drunkard and was miserable unless he had 
plenty of whisky. In the testimony of Mrs. 
Kate Riker, she stated that Foss. had a 
Chill nearly every day, and that his 
tem was filled with malaria. It is thought 
by some that the action of the whisky on 
the malaria] symptoms in his' system 

caused his sudden death. 

Dr. Flagg stated yesterday 
son he would not issue a 
on Foss was that he saw him on Wednes- 
day afternoon, and that his condition at 
that time did not warrant his death on 
Thursday afternoon. 

Foss died about 3:3) o’clock Thursday 
afternoon in the home of Mrs. Kate Riker 
He was unconscious at 12 o'clock.

Autopsy Is Performed. 
Coroner Stamps went.to Fort McPherson 
yesterday morning. He was met there by 
Marshal -Ryan, of Oakland City, and with 
the latter’s assistance a jury was quickly 
summoned. The jurymen were sworn in 
in the littl room whefe the dead mah lay. 
After some waiting the physicians began 
the autopsy. Every part of the body ex- 
ternally Was examined; NotHing to show 

a cause for death was found 

The head was then°’ent open and the brain 
taken out. Foss’s brain was cone of the 
largest the physicians ‘had é@ver seen. It 
was far above the dverage size. A knife 
was inserted into the ghest and the breast- 
plate wag taken out. The lungs were ex- 
amined, also the liver, which found 
to be larger than normal.. The iatestines 
and the stomach and kidneys were exam- 
ined, but the physicians did not there find 
any signs that Fess’s death Was "not a 
natural one. 

After the autopsy was completed, 
jars containing substances taken. from 
Toss were sealed and delivered to Coro- 
ner Stamps, the doctors announcing no 
cause for the death. 

While the autopsy was under way, Cor- 
oner Stamps held the inquest. Sergeant 
J. J. Linville, who was a friend of 
and visited him a number of times, stated 
that jhe dressed Foss after his death, but 
saw no signs that he had been foully 
dealt with. He said that had been 
weak and not able to walk much: that 
he drank a great dea} and was most of the 
time under the jnfluence of whisky. He 
stated that Foss had been at the house of 
Mrs. Nate Riker about eleven days. 


Mrs. Riker Testifies. 

Coroner Stamps and his jury then visited 
the house of, Mrs. Riker. She was called 
in and stated that she did not know any 
cause for the death of the soldier. 

“He came to my house over two weeks 
ago,”” she said, ‘“‘and asked for board. | 
told him I could board thim, and last ‘»vua- 
day a week ago he came here and staid 
until his death.

Foss served nearly twenty-five years in 
the army. He-joined the Fifth regiment in 
the west. and remained with that body 
troops. When the regiment went to Tam- 
pa he went with He was also in San- 
tiago while jt was there, and he returned 
to Fort MePherson a short time ago. He 
was on furlough at the time of his death. 

Foss is not known to have any relatives 
living. None of the soldiers at the post 
know of any connections. He was § quiet 
man.

He wiil be given a military funeral] to- 
day, and the body will probably be in- 
terred at Marietta. 

Coroner Stamps announced 
before. dismissing them that he would call 
them together on Monday, when further 
mvestigation would be made. At this time 
the. analysis of the contents of Foss’s 
atomach will be before them, and if 
has been used it wil) be Known. The post 
physicians will probably be before the jury 
and questioned on the autopsy made yes- 
terday.
